TURKEY CROP 
IS LARGER 


Prices In State Reported 
25 To 35 Per Cent Higher 
Than For Last Year 


{ SACRAMENTO, (iP’\—With fall mar- 


keting of California turkeys under 
way, the state department of agri- 
culture today reported a record crop 
on hand and prices 25 to 35 per cent 
higher than a year ago. 

The 1941 crop was estimated at 3,- 
720,000 birds, five per cent greater 
than last year’s production of 3,- 
543,000 birds. 

An increase of six per cent was in- 
dicated this year in the San Joa- 
quin valley where 36 per cent of the 
state’s turkeys are produced. Sacra- 
meno valley and Souhern California 
areas mainained producion at ap- 
proximately same levels as a year 
ago, while growers in northern, east- 


cent.
